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Sir: 

In response to the Office Action mailed October 18, 2006, Applicant provisionally elects 
for initial prosecution/examination in the present application Species I (Fig. 1) on which claims 
20-24, 26-29, 35 and 36 are readable. 

Notwithstanding the Examiner's assertion to the contrary, Applicant respectfully submits 
that at least claim 20 is generic to all of the claimed species for at least the reason that all of 
dependent claims 21-37 are either directly or indirectly dependent on the independent parent 
claim 20; that is, by definition, the species claimed in the dependent claims 21-37 are, by 
definition, encompassed by the genus claimed in claim 20. 

It is understood that, upon the allowance of a generic claim, the Examiner will examine, 
in the present application, claims directed to all species encompassed by the allowed generic 
claim.
